To  Mr.  Charles  Wentwortli,  Clerk  of  the  Town  of  Durham :  . 

The  following  report  of  the  consolidated  library  is  sub- 
mitted for  the  past  eleven  and  one-half  months,  from  March  1, 
1919,  to  February  15,  1920 : 

The  M^ork  of  the  past  year  has  been  somewhat  handicapped 
owing  to  the  interval  between  the  departure  of  Miss  Emerson 
in  May  and  the  arrival  of  the  new  librarian  in  August.  But 
that  progress  has  been  made  we  hope  to  show  both  by  the 
accession  and  circulation  figures  and  by  other  facts  regarding 
the  work  of  the  library. 

Thirty-three  volumes  of  a  popular  nature,  of  which  sixteen 
were  juvenile,  were  purchased  with  the  $25  appropriated  by 
the  town.  One  hundred  dollars  given  by  the  Durham  Library 
Association  was  used  to  buy  forty  adult  and  juvenile  books  of 
a  similar  character  and  to  subscribe  for  seventeen  popular 
magazines,  such  as  the  Century,  Harper's,  Ladies'  Home 
Journal  and  the  Youths'  Companion.  The  Durham  Library 
Association  also  purchased  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  vol- 
umes at  an  expenditure  of  $352.44  from  the  Simpson  fund 
and  added  these  to  the  library. 

One  of  the  problems  confronting  the  library  has  been  to 
get  the  children  to  use  the  section  of  books  reserved  for  them. 
In  an  effort  to  solve  this  problem  one  hundred  and  ten 
volumes  were  placed  on  deposit  at  the  village  school  as  a 
branch  library.  Though  this  was  only  done  three  weeks  ago, 
on  January  21st,  yet  the  circulation  in  those  three  weeks  has 
amounted  to  one  hundred  and  twenty,  indicating  that  the 
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experiment  is  a  success.  Thus  we  are  reaching  children  who 
have  never  come  to  the  library.  When  means  of  transporta- 
tion are  available  we  expect  to  place  book^  in  the  other  Dur- 
ham schools,  at  Durham  Point  and  Packers  Falls.  The  library 
is  anxious  to  be  of  service  to  the  entire  community  and  the 
people  of  Durham  are  urged  to  use  the  library  more  and  to 
submit  suggestions  of  books  for  purchase.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


The  close  of  the  scliool  year,  in  June,  1919,  found  the  dis- 
trict without  a  superintendent  or  principal  for  the  villa-e 
school,  teacher  of  grades  two  and  one  had  also  resio-ned  The 
other  teachers  in  tlie  district  had  signed  contrac'ts  for  the 
school  year  or  1919  and  1920.  However,  Superintendent 
Walker,  whose  term  of  office  ended  in  June,  agreed  with  the 
board  to  assist  them  in  every  way  possible,  which  he  did  in 
a  very  able  and  thorough  manner  until  the  arrival  of  Super- 
intendent Justin  0.  Wellraan  early  in  September,  whose  duties 
hegan  at  that  time.  One  by  one,  the  remaining  three  teachers 
asked  and  were  released  from  their  contracts  to  go  elsewhere 
at  better  salaries  than  those  contracts  called  for. 

The  following  teachers  were  employed  at  the  salaries  named  : 

Ruth  Seaver,  Principal  of  .Junior  High  $1,000 

Laura  A.  Nelson,  assistant  750 

Mary  Olds,  First  and  Second  Grades  650 

Addie  M.  Poland,  Third  and  Fourth  Grades  650 

Alice  E.  Ladd.  Fourth  and   Fifth  Grades  650 

Dorothy  E.  Hogue,  Point  54O 

Lucy  Harden,  Falls  54O 

With  the  exception  of  the  two  rural  schools,  all  these  teach- 
ers were  new  to  the  district.  All  were  selected  on  account  of 
previous  good  record  and  experience. 

During  1918  these  schools  lost  one  month's  work,  being 
closed  during  October  because  of  the  influenza  epidemic.  The 
Junior  High  fell  further  behind  because  of  the  frequent  change 
of  teachers.  The  new  corps  of  teachers  found  the  schools  below 
grade  for  this  reason  aljout  one  month,  and  were  confronted 
with  the  task  and  are  striving  to  make  up  the  time  and  bring 
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them  back  to  grade  this  year.  The  Board  believes  this  will 
be  accomplished — certainly  no  teachers  have  put  in  longer 
hours  or  made  more  earnest  effort  in  this  district  for  many 
years  than  they  are  doing  1his  year,  and  every  parent  should 
endeavor  to  get  pupils  to  school  every  day  and  promptly  at 
school  in  time  every  morning. 

The  Board  found  it  unnecessary  to  put  in  the  partition  this 
year  as  A^oted  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  and  money  remains 
in  the  treasury.  The  village  school  building  was  cleaned 
throughout  during  the  summer,  woodwork  varnished,  includ- 
ing desks,  blackboards  repainted  and  floors  refinished.  The 
Point  School  was  shingled  and  cleaned.  At  the  Packers  Falls 
School  repairs  were  made,  woodwork  varnished  and  the  build- 
ing cleaned. 

School  at  tlie  Point  has  been  closed  for  about  one  month 
on  account  of  the  illness  of  the  teacher  and  the  fact  that 
no  .substitute  was  available. 

With  more  than  eighty  schools  closed  in  the  state  because 
of  lack  of  teachers,  and  with  higher  salaries  prevailing  every- 
where, the  School  Board  would  recommend  the  raising  of  suf- 
ficient money  for  salaries  to  maintain  the  schools  t^i  their 
in-esent  excellent  condition.
